Tax pay ers Rev olt 


The first compilation of the total amount of tax 
collections lost to the gov ernment in a giv en y ear showed 
that more than $50 billion rev enue will be lost to the 
U.S. Treasury this y ear. The compilation was presented 
to the J oint Economic Committee of Congress last week 
by outgoing Secretary of the Treasury J oseph W. Barr. 
Because of loopholes in tax laws that account for these 
losses. Barr warned of a rev olt of the tens of millions 
of middle class tax pay ers—those with incomes of $7 ,000 
to $20,000 a y ear—who now pay ov er half of the in­ 
div idual income tax es. 
These middle class tax pay ers 
are in rev olt, not because of the lev el or amount of the 
tax es they must pay but because certain prov isions of 
the tax laws lighten the burdens of others who can af­ 
ford to pay . 
“ People are concerned and, indeed, angered about 
the high income recipients who pay little or no federal 
income tax . Barr said. He cited the ex treme cases of 
155 tax pay ers who had adjusted gross incomes of $200,000 
each or more in 19 6 7 but paid no federal income tax . 
Among them were 21 who had incomes of more than 
$1 million. 
These facts hav e been rumored before, but no com­ 
plete list had ev er before been compiled and presented 
to 
a 
legislativ e committee of Congress for possible 
action. 
Barr also disclosed plans to make public nex t 
week the long secret tax reform proposals worked out 
by the Treasury department. 
With such proof, the Nix on Administration and Con 
gress should giv e top priority to tax reform. 
After all, 
if $50 billion a y ear is lost through loopholes, that is more 
than onefourth of all federal income. 
Recov ering it 
would ex ceed the money that would be sav ed after the 
end of the war. 
That much money could help solv e 
many problems—or pay off the national debt in sev en 
y ears so that we could start all ov er financing our needs 
from scratch.
